Firſt then, take notice that my Father, and { 
Kindred, were a kind of upſtart Gentlemen, tl. 
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that were his; he purſued him, as well to recover = 
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came out of the Levent, who having no certain reſi- 
dence, came at length to ſettle in Genoa; his Trat- 


tick and gain by which he maintained himielf, was 


according to the common Cuſtom of that Country, 
namely Uſury, Money-banks, and profitable Ex- 
change of Gold and Silver. But bad Fortune found 


him out whereſoever he went. A partner of his in 


$evill, being broken and turned Bank-rupt, ran 
away, and carryed with him great ſums of money 


ſo great a loſs, as to ſettle ſome other buſineſs did 


much concern him. The ſhip he went in, was ſet 


upon and taken, by ſome Alger Men of War; and 
he, together with the reſt were made. Captives; 
where fearing he ſhould never purchaſe his Lberry,

Jr the inte- 
rim. W] Fathers partner willing to jecure himſelf 


trom Atter- clips, and to live out of danger, labour- 


ed to take order with his Creditors, and com pound 
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+ Teceive the 


For his Debts; this news came ro my Fathers Ear, 
and he purpoſed to come away with all the ſecrecy 
and * could poſlible: And the berter to 


vloy himſelf in matters of Merchandize, which would 
turn much to his profit; he made money of moſt 
hat he had, and putting it into Chekines (a certain 
Coyn made of fine Rarhary Gold) taking with him 
all the Jewels he could Finger, leaving ker alone, 
and very poor, he poſted away privately, reduceing 


- himſelf to the Faith of Jeſus Chriſt, repenting for 


his Apoſtacy with Tears. After he had performed 


ſome favourable penance inflicted on him, he endea- 
voured the recovery of his Debts. And this was the 


:hief cauſe why he was never afterwards truſted, 
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nor would his Neighbours have any charitable opi- 
nion of him, were his works never ſo good, ſaying 
as they have often ſince to me, Once a Knave and 
ever a Knave, Nam qui ſemcl eſt, ſemper præ- 
umitur efſe mulus; tor he that hath once been 
Naught, is preſumed to be ſo ſtill; and that he will 
never get out of the Path of Wickedneſs, that hath 
Once made it his common Walk. 
That ] might not make a further diſcovery of my 
Father's qualities, I could willingly filence my 


thoughts: But I will in this follow the Philoſopher's 


Counſel, Amicus Plato. fed magis amica veritas: 
Hato is my Friend, but the Truth more: My Fa- 
ther for his Apoſtaty, was Apprehended and Impri- 
Joned, altho' there were ſufficient proofs and Eviden- 
ces brought againſt him; and ſuch Suſpicions to in- 
duce belief, as might have procured him an infa. 

Reward; yet becauſe he was Rich, and (as lome 5», , 
for that he had an Alcade to his Father, ind a Nota- 
ry to his Goſſip, he by that means came off, and va. 
Acquitted. (Having performed his Penance) he 
came to Sevi to recover his Debt; but in vain hac 
been all his endeavours, had he not fairly cleared him- 
Jelt of being a Renegado : Means were uſed on both 


fides, compoſition offered, but not atᷣcepted; the 


One is as unwilling to pay, as the other to Iooſe: Of 
the ſpilt water, he gathered up as much as he could, 
and was once more Maſter of a plentiful Fortune : 
He built him a handſome Houſe, and ſought to plant 
and ſettle himſelf in thoſe parts, by his purchaſe of 
free Land; he had a Garden in San Juan Al fara- 

che, of much Recreation and Pleaſure, eſpecially in

at Madrid) with a Place to walk in, girt in with 
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Marble Pillars and ſtrong Chains of Iron, to ſepa- 
rate it from the open Street; my Father Walking 
there with other Merchants, there chanced a Chri- 
ſtening to paſs by, and as report went, this Child 
was ſaid to be the ſecret Son, or (to ſpeak plain En- 
gliſh) Baſtard-Son to a Perſon that ſhall be nameleſs; 
— Father followed in the reer of the Troop, and 
paſſed to the very Font to view my Mother, who 
with a certain old Knight (that Lived by the Rents of 
the Church, to maintain the honour of his Order) 
were Partners in this Ceremony. She was a lively 
Wench, her carriage gracefull, and full of courteſie, 


| herſelf young, beautiful, diſcreet, and of good he- 


haviour. He earneſtly beheld her all the time the 


exerciſe of that Sacra...ent permitted him; the fair 


Creature could not but take notice of my Father's 


greedy Eyeing of her, and did rejoice therein, there 


ing no Women of what rank ſoever, but deliglus 
co be courted, their Eyes being their Interpreters, - 
though their Tongues were ſilen t, ſpake plain (yet 
Amorous language) to each other: For Souls on 
ſuch occaſions will not admit of Masks. At this time 
there paſſed no more betwixt them, only my Father 
came to know that ſhe was that Knight's Lady of 
Pleaſure z of her he was very zealous, and ſo tender- 


uy affected, that he hardly ſuffered her out of his 
ſight. The Gentlewoman went directly to her Houſe, 


and left my Father very diſconſolate: And unleſs 
ſhe went forth to Maſs upon ſolemn Feaſt days, not- 
withſtanding his Extraordinary diligence, he could 
never haze the Honour of her Sight. 

Continuance crowneth our Actions, and ſtedfaſt 
perſeverance ſeldome fails of Victory. My Father 
uſed for his purpoſe the aſſiſtance of a good old Bel- 
dame, an honeſt Baud, one of my charitable Aunts: 
This old Sinner was by him Courted with words, 
and Rewarded with money, to paſs and repaſs with

Papers; this mother of Miſchief acted ſo well her 
part, that her diligence meeting in a happy con- 
jun cture with the forwardneſs of my Mother's will, 
the adding more Fuel to the fire, of a little light 
Stubble in a ſhort time raiſed a great flame. My 
Mother (as I ſaid) was a diſcreet Woman; but not 
alwaies in one mind, ſhe was ſometimes on, ſome- 
times off. Whom will not Silver win? Whom will 
not Gold corrupt ? This Knight was by fifteen years 
Older then my Father, much ſubject to Spitting, 
Spawling, and Coughing ; he was troubled with | 
rhe Stone, Sharpneſs of his Urine, and other the like 
infrmities ; beſides, in her bed ſhe had often ſeen 
him, and he appeared not to be the Man my Father N 
promiſed to be; he had not that Vigor, Livelineſs, 
nor that beauty of Shape and Proportion; and in- | 
deed this is a certain Truth, that long Acquaintance | 
and much Converſation (here the fear of God is 
not) breeds contempt and Ioathſomeneſs at the laſt. | 
Novelties pleaſe all, eſpecially Women; ſhe was 
reſolved to have forſaken the Old Knight, and que- 
Mionleſs had done ſo, if her Penſion had not reſtrai-, 
ned her; the loſs of it did ſomewhat perplex her , 
who otherwite had been very willing: For that 
Leſſon my Father Read but once unto her, the De- 
vil Repeated ten times over; ſo that it was now no 
great matter to win Troy, there was likelihood to 
take it in leſs then ten years. She conſulted of divers 
ways to anſwer the greedy Expectations of my Father; 
at laſt he had recourſe to her Baudy Embaſſadreſs 
concerning the manner how, and the time when : | 
But finding it impoſſible to effect her deſire in her 
own Houle, among many other ſhifts, witty devi- | 
ces, and ſtrange Plots which they uſed for the better | 
Tucceſs in her Buſineſs; they made choice of this | 
which followeth. 
The Spring had ſo far advanced itſelf, that May | 
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was in its ending, and the Summer was now taking 
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its entrance. The City of Gel ves, and that of San 
Juan de Alfarache are now the ſweeteſt and moſt 
plealant of all that Bordring Territory, beſides the 
goodneſs of the Soil, which that River of Guadal- 
quiber makes the more Famous, ſo Excellently ſet 
forth with curious Shaddow-cafting-trees, beautifi- 


ed with Bowers, accompanied with Silver Streams, 
clear Springs, and ſuch delightful Shades, that the 
beams of the Sun are oft- times denied entrance at one 
of theſe retiring Rooms of Recreation. My Mother 
agreed with her Sine gua non, and ſome of he Peo-

The agreement concluded betwixt them. Juſt about 
the time ſhe came near unto our Garden-Gate, my 
Mother began preſently to complain of a ſuddain 
and grievous pain in her Stomach, Imputing the 
cauſe to the coldneſs of the Morning and the freſn- 
neſs of the Weather, She feigned ſuch extreamities 
of Torture, made ſuch pitiful Faces, and woful 
Geſtures, holding her hands as hard as poſſible ſhe 
could upon her Belly; then would ſhe let them looſe 
again and claſp them together, wringing each finger 
through anguiſh of pain, ſo that ſhe was taken down 
from her Sardivian, or little Aſs: She fell to un- 
lu cing herſelf, fainting as if ſhe were ready to fwoor., 


that all which were about her ( except thoſe which 


were privie to the Plot) had a compaſſionate fee- 
ling of her Affliction; nay ſome did melt into tears, 
and believed her mightily tormented. Divers Paſs 
Tengers in the interim paſſed by, and every one pro- 


poſed his Remedy; ſo-many Men , To-many Medi- | 


cines. To go back into the City it was impoſſible; 
ro go forward, dangerous; and to abide thus in the 
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 High-way , not commodious. - Her Fits encreaſed, 
and amazed all the Spectators. At laſt, one (who 


was laid there for the purpoſe) breaks in amongſt 


them, and in the preis cries, Room, for the Paſſion 


ot God, make way there, ſtand further off; you 


Fifie her for want of Air; it were cruelty not to 


Jeek her eaſe, and a thouſand pities {o ſweet a Crea- 


ture ſhould be caſt away for want of eaſe. Come, 
let us take her into our Arms, and put her into this 
Garden-houſe which is hard by, in this caſe we muſt 
be content to take that which comes next to hand. 
All approved what he ſaid, his motion was applau · 
ded, and it was concluded that until her Fits were 
overpaſt, they ſhould demand leave of thoſe that 
kept the Houſe to give her entrance, not doubting 
but ſhe would be much the better if they could be 
lo happy as to get her in the doors; they knockt 
hard and thick (as Men uſed to do when they are in 


haſt) the good woman ſeeming to Tuppoſe it was 


her Maſter, ſaid talking to herſelf as ſhe came, O 
good God! Is it you Maſter? J pray Sir be not an- 
gry that I came no ſooner. This and the like Excu- 
ſes, her unprofitable Chaps mumbled to herſelf. 
This old Hagg knew very well what part ſhe was to 
act, and ſeemed to cry No chero no Sabo: Vet was 
ſhe a di ſſembling crafty old Baud, one that had her 
Leſſon before hand, and received her inſtructions 
from my Father. My good Old woman had by this 


time opened the Gate, and full of diflimulation, ſhe 


thus ſets upon them: What a ſtir, what a knocking 
is here! The Devil take you all, let me know your 
mind, for I may not ſtand Idle here. Then the old 


Knight Anſwered good woman, I pray afford ſome 


place in vour Houſe where this Gentlewoman may 
- reſt herlelf, for a grievous pain in her Stomach 


hath befallen her upon the Way. The old Beldame 


leemed to relent at this Relation, and in her ruſtick

manner ſorrowfully replied, now a Miſchief on all 
ſuchill luck, Come in I pray in God's Name, for all 
the Houſe is at your Service: She entreated them 
to conduct the Gentlewoman into the Houſe”; ſhe 


brought them into a Low Room, in which were cer- 


tain Mattrefles ; this ſhe preſently unfolded, opens 
a Cheſt, and takes out a pair of Sheets, a fair Quilt, 
and a couple of Pillows, wherewith ſhe dreſſed up 
a Bed. My Mother in this her pitiful pain, put off 
her Cloaths; went to bed, and {till called for warm 
Cloaths which being brought unto her, faining ſhe 
laid them to her Belly, ſhe thruſt them lower beneatt1 
her Knees, and ſome-What a part from her, fearing, 
they might cauſe ſome alterations in her Body: 
With the help of theſe warm Napkins ſhe found her 
ſeif much eaſed, and diſſembled a deſire to Sleep. 
The poor old Knight, whoſe chiefeſt joy conſiſted 


in giving her content, was (honeſt Cuckold) won- 
derful glad, leaving her alone in her naked bed ; 


and having made faſt the Door that none might di- 
ſturb her repoſe, he went to recreate himſelf in 
thoſe Gardens belonging to the Houſe, charging the 
People to make no noiſe, injoyning all to ſilence, 
and not to open the Door without his order. My 
Father in the mean time was not afleep, but peeping 


thro the Key-hole of a cloſe Cloſet, whither he 
had retired himſelf, till he could take advantage to 


fally forth and ſurprize that deſired Fort, which he 
had fo long ſince ſubtilly undermined : hen all was 
quiet, and that her oun Nurſe that came with her, 
and the other old Baud of the Houſe ſtood like two 
Sentinels upon their watch, ready upon all occaſions 


to give quick advice by a ſecret ſign, when the 


Knight ſhould make head that way ; then did my 
Father iſſue out at the poſtern or little hacæ door of 
his, that he might ſee and confer with his Miſtreſs ; 
and at that very infiant did her feigned Pangs ceaſe, 
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and thoſe truer ones of love began to manifeſt them 


ſelves. In this ſwelling kind of ſport, they conts- 
nued two long hours, two years being not ſufficient 
to expreſs thoſe paſſages that were betwixt thele two 
new lovers in this their merry fit. 

Now the day grew very hot, which forced the 


Knight to make his retreat towards the houſe ; which 


he did the more willingly, out of the deſire he had

The old Knight, this patient piece of fleſh, . gently 
made anſwer: By thoſe eyes of thine, the ſtars I 
adore, I did not think to wake thee: It grieves me, 
I have done thee that wrong; yet haſt thou ſlept 
full two houts. Two hours? (replyed my mother) 
no nor half an hour, methinks it is but even now 


that I began to ſhut my eyes, and in all my life Ine- 


ver had fo quiet and contented a ſlumber for that 
little while it laſted (nor did ſhe lye in that, for ſhe 
gulled him with truth.) She much commended the 
remedy was adminiſtred, telling them ſhe held her 
life by their courteſie. Her Knight rejoyced to ſee 


terſo well recovered; and by conſent of both parties 
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they agreed to celebrate their Feaſt there, for that 
Garden was no leſs pleaſant then their own. And 
whilſt dinner was preparing, my father found fit 
opportunity to get out at the other gate, and to re- 
turn back to Sevil, where every hour was a thou- 
land years, a moment an age, and his ablence from 
his new love a preſent Hell. When the Sun was in 
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declining, he mounted upon his Gennet, as if it nad 


been but his ordinary walk, he came to viſit this his 
Houſe, wherein he found theſe gallants; he bad 
them welcome, telling them he was glad to ſee them 
there, only he was ſorry for the mifhap which cau- 
ſed their ſtay: for ſo ſoon as he came, they told 
him all that had paſt. My Father made them many 
diſcreet and fair offers, and there was a great league 
of Friendſhip profeſſed and confirmed betwixt them 
in publick, but a ſtricter tye in ſecret between my 
Father and his Miſtreſs: The converſation went 
forward, Cards are called for, the Game Frimera, 
at three hands; my Mother got the money, my Fa- 
ther being willing to loſe to her. Touards night 
they left play, and go into the Garden after ſupper, 
a Barge is made ready, decked with flags and green 
boughs, and being launched into the chanel, they 
might here from other reyels which paſſed upon the 
River, ſeveral Conſorts of curious Muſick: being 
come into the City, they landed and took their 


: leaves, every one going to his own home. 


My Father's contemplative parts was ſo full of 


fancies, he could not reſt; my Mother alſo full of 
muſing and thoughtfull Love: ſhe was an Andaluz, 
born in the Town of Sevill, and bred in that ſchool 
where ſhe proved a good proficient, and with great 
Art performed her Exerciſe for the degree of a 
Whore. The good old Knight (as formerly you have 
heard) was an ancient man, and of a feeble body; 
My Mother young and fair, and full of wit, : and 
| knew 
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knew ſo well how to provoke his appetite upon all 
occaſions, that his diſorder opened the door to his 
death: for the old Lad by Over-doing himſelf, 
haſtened his own end; firſt his Stomack began to 

fail him, then he was taken with a pain in the head, 


after that followed the burning Feaver, which in a 


little time put a period to his dayes: he left in the 
houſe many kinſmen when he dyed. Indeed the 
Gentleman had very little comfort in this life, and 
at the time of his death, they on the one ſide, and 
any Mother on the other, whilſt the breath was yet 
in his body, pulled the linnen from under him; 
teaving him a Soul in his body, bur not a ſheet in his 
bed. So that the ſacking of Antwerp (which for the 
exuelty thereof is grovn into a proverb) was not ſo 
rigorous nor half ſo inhumane as this, After this, 


my Mother found t'.e way to put her hands there 


where her heart was long before, and falls to finger» 
ang his money. She had all his goods of worth in her 
keeping under 1528 and key; and being in danger 

better to ſteal then beg; and on 
both fides they were ſo nimble, that there was ſcarce 
enough left to bury him. Some few days after, 
great diligence was uſed to make theſe goods ap- 
pear. Excommunications were ſet up upon the 
Churches and mens doors, by that means intending 


to make purloyners bring in the goods; but all to 


no purpoſe, for he that ſteals, ſeldom teturns to 
make reſtitution, My good Mother made this ex- 
cuſe, ſaying, That the Knight (God be with him) 
would tell her when he brought money into the 
houlc, or peruſed his Coffers or Cabinets; This is 
thine (Iweetheart) it is all for you: ſo the Lawyers 
were of opinion, that with this ſhe might very well 
Jatisfe Fer conſcience, Beſides, they affirmed it was 
due debt; for though it was not lawful for her 
to play the Whore, yet ſhe might by Law _ |

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' whatſoever was promiſed her for the uſe of her 
body. TY | | | {21 * 
But I return from whence J have digreſſed: for 
my Mother looks for me. She was dearly beloved 
by this her ſecond owner; and in this change and al- 
teration of things, I was between three and four years 
old: ſhe was ſo well learned in her art, tht by the 
rules and reckonings of her Feminine ode 1 
had two Fathers, both of them did acknowledge me 
to be their ſon: The one ſaid I was his, ſo did the 
other. When the Knight was alone, my Mother 
would tell him that 1 was as like him, as if I had 
been ſpit out of his mouth; when again ſhe talked 
with my Father, ſhe would {ſwear J was his alter 
ego, and that two Eggs were not more like then he 
and J, they both loved her with ſo much blindneſs, 
and had each of them ſo much confidence in her, 

that the myſtery of her deceit was not perceiv'd, and 
{o both their beliefs were good; and both made ex- 

aceeding much of me; the difference only was, that 
when the Knight lived, he was my true Father in 
Publick, and the ſtranger in ſecret; and ſo my Mo- 
ther certified me afterwards, making large Relati- 
ons of theſe things unto me: And I had rather grant 
this Eaſterling, this Jew, or this Moor to be my 
Father, and 1o I call my ſelf his Son, being made 
legitimate by the holy rite of Matrimony ; and J 
hold it better, then that the World ſhould ſay, I 
am ill Born and the Son of no Man. 

In this Intermedium, although his Garden-houſe 
which he had purchaſed, wasa place of Pleaſure and 
Delight, yet it was his undoing and her overthrow, 
by his feaſtings and banquetings, which were very 
frequent; for theſe places of Recreation are only 

itt for thoſe that have other large poſſeſſions, great 

--q and certain Rents, which may make the burthen of 

expence tke lighter. What with ſuits of Law, ö [

ſents to my Mother, and other disburſments, one 
charge drawing on another, a great part of my Fa- 
thers Eſtate was conſumed, he vas upon the point 
of Breaking, and ready to turn Bankrupt, as he had 
often done before; ſo that it was no new or ſtrange 
thing unto him. My mother was a thrifty wench, 
no waſter, but would beſure to ſecure her own ſhe 
had in her more youthful days: In the Knights life- 
time and at his death, ſhe had ſcraped together al- 
moſt ten thouſand Ducats ; this was her dowry, and 
ſo much he had with her; this money did ſomewhat 
refreſh his drooping eſtate, it made him hold up his 
head again; like Oyl in a Lamp, it made him give 
freſh light. He {ſpent bravely, got him a Caroche 
and a Salla de Manos, a little Chair to carry with 
hands, as well for eale as ſtate, not ſo much for any 
deſire my mother had thereunto, as for his- on 
oſtentation and vain-glory, that the World might 
not take notice of the decay of his Eſtate. 

In this faſhion did he live to uphold his credit; 
but his gains did not equal his expences; there was 
but one to get, and many to ſpend: the times were 
hard, the years dear, little or no Trading, ſo that 
at laſt all was brought to nothing: the light was now 
quite out, and my Father being taken with a grie- 
vous ſickneſs, was arreſted by Death within five days 
after, and ſo ſhut up his ſnop- windows, and depart- 
ed this world. Now I being but a Child, and of 


| - ſmall underſtanding, I was not ſenfible of the loſs of 


Rn 


my Father, nor found I any great miſs of him when 
he died, though I was at that time a dozen years 
old. The houſe was well furniſhed with Houſhold- 
ſtuff, which we ſold by parcels to ſupply our wants. 
My mother grieved much for the death of her good 
Husband, and too ſoon found the decay of her wealth; 
and albeit her beauty was not disfigured, yet her 
years had ſomewhat defaced it, ſo that ſhe was ſiuper - 
annuated for any more ſuitors. © In 
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In this alſo I was unhappy, ſince that Iweet profit 
my mother got (as Cats do by their tails) did then 
ceaſe when J had moſt need of it: her name was 
Marcella, which was burniſhed with the title of 
Don ſet over the head of it, for as ſhe was called 
Dona Marcella: fo had ſhe her Don, or Cavellero for 
her ſervant; Domna without Don, being leſs come- 
ly then a houſe without a bed, or a body without a 
ſhadow. As for her fir-names, my Grand-mother 
did underprop her with the beſt titular names ſhe 
could deviſc, which to repeat were to reckon up a 
Bead-role of Genealogies, as long as any Letany 
Tung at Divine Service. My mother told me in ſe- 
cret, that by ſome likely incounters, and other cir- 
cumſtances concurring together, ſhe knew her ſelf 
_ to beaBy-blowof a Cavallero that was near related

Some asked me whence I was, and to what place I 
4 was going; my-mercifut-Garrier anſwered for me, 
Naying, it wascaſicito-ymagine me either run aua 
| from my Father or my Maſte r. 
My HFoſt asked me if I would take wagee, and 
dwell with him; my condition conſidered, I thought: 
it no bad bargain; . although it did not pleaſe me 
chat Iſhonld now. learn ta ſarve, who from my Cra-

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dle, had been taught to Command. My imploy- 
ment was in the Stable, and to deliver out Straw 
and Barley, Here my Victuals was without allow- 
ance, and my-Work rather a {port then a burthen to 
me; for till thoſe nights that the Carriers came in, 
1 had nothing to do: with other Paſſengers 1 was 
not much troubled. Here I learned to ſteep Barley 
m warm water, to make it encreaſe a third part; to 
- give falſe meaſure by hollowing it with my Arm: 
And if any man had entreated me to give his Beaſt 
Provender, I was ſure to cozenhim of one third part 
of his meaſure: Some of my Youngſters would come 
into the Stable very gallant, carrying the ſhow of 
Gentlemen, but-without a Page or Lacky to attend 
them. In time, I found it was good to hold the 
Baſon to theſe; for they are the only Dons to en- 
dure a fine ſhaving. With theſe we had brave 
Trading, taking charge of their Horſes, and feeding 
them with the remains that the other had left, which 
vent for half their allowance; and when they came 
to pay, I gave them a reckoning for the whole into 
the bargain : We had our Hens, Piggs, and ſome- 
times the fole of an Aſs, that did ſhare with them; 
for bountiful natures, and minds that are magnifi-

ask us, how the ſum was ſo ſuddenly enflamed : but 
this was but to cut their own Throats,and make us 
inhance the Reckoning the higher: beſides raiſing

their Olla, making their Beds, or ſuch like Toys. 


Swaggerings, roarings, or bravings, ſerve you to 
little benefit : For your Hoſts, for the moſt part, 
are a company of old Catch-poles and dogged Curs, 
who out of their evil Natures will hunt dry-fcot at- 
ter you to the next Town, and there ſet upon you, 
accuſing you to the Juſtice, that you would have ſet 
fire on his Inn, or that you would have forced his 
Wife or his Daughter; and only that he might be 
revenged on thee. Many are the Villanies, Impu- 
dencies, and Tyrannies, that daily paſs in your Inns, 
and Victualling houſes. I have been an eye witneſs 


of many inſolencies committed in one Inn, which

F Conſtantly reſorted tg the Market, and there 
1 played the Porter, Ming burthens ; and 1 be- 
ing now as well truſted as known, twas my ſtudy 
to acquaint my felt with a Dzſpenſero, or Caterer, 
(God's curſe and minego with him) that had ſome- 
times imployed and truſted me very far, ſending me 
home with thoſe things he had bought in the Mar- 
ket. My diligence towards. him, procured, me his 
- favour; inſomuch that he. purpoſed to remoye me 
from my Office, and make me the Scullion of the 


Kitchin ; which was as much as my ambition then 


reached unto. He brought me to the Cook my Ma- 
ſer, who ſpake to me in a commanding manner; 
Now (Sennor few-cloathes) what wind drave you 
hither? What make you here? (Goodman ſhag- 
rag :) Have you any buſineſs here? Or, come you 
to abide with me ? Seeing him in ſo high a key, I 
was deſigned to ſhew him my back: at Iaft I replyed,

But of all others, 1 
diſclaim that Mafter, as much unworthy of attend- 
ance, that will neither give his ſervants good wa- 
ges, nor good words. I did nothing without con- 
ſideration; all were open handed to me; one would 
give mea Taria, which is apenny halfpenny; ano- 
ther a Ryal, a third, a Doublet; a fourth, a Jac- 


| ket: nor did I go fo like a tattered Rogue, as for- 


merly: my Meals were good and certain; but my 
gaming which 1 had learned in my looſes days, did 
me much harm; for indeed it conſumed all I got, 
I grew in a few days a refined Gameſter; I could 
play with my hands, filch and ſteal finely, which 
was the worſt Occupation of the two; and as all Ri- 


vers have recourſe into the Sea, ſo are all Vices to 


be found in a Gameſter. When my Vails were not 


Tufficient (t at I might not want a ſtock to Game 


with) J would caſt my Eyes like burning Torches 
about tFe Houſe, and of ſomething that belonged to

putting it from my ſelf, and transferring the ſhame 
upon him - as I did in this encounter.

Eve. In this naked poſture ſhe came down with 
a light in her hand to ſave her goods. We.were 
both in one mind, the diligence equal in cauſa, 

cpria: We made but little noiſe, being both 
bare-foot. Now if you pleaſe, behold us bath 
met in the Gallery; ſhe ſtruck with wonder to ſee 


me there, and I almoſt out of my wits in behold-

Streets of Rome at my oun pleaſure: and he- 
cauſe in my proſperity I ꝓurchaſed ſome Friends of 
my own profeſſion, I was by them ſometimes invited

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they were im pudent, fooliſh, troubleſom, or came 
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that is made in evil company, though it give nou- 


riſhment to the body, ye it fiteth the Soul with ill 
humours.

tion did deſtroy.  'Theſe alſo in a ſhort time grew 
weary of me, and were ſo far from giving me any 


thing, that they could ſhamefully deny me without 


bluſhing, 


I Vas now in extream want, that like the Prodi- 


gal Son I would willingly haye returned home, and 
have been contented to be one of the meaneſt Ser- 
wants in my Lords houſe: but to add to my misfor- 


tune, he was then dead. 


Beaten with the rod of affliction, 1 began to be 


| humbled, and was fully reſolved to reform my wick- 


rp OS es * 
I addreſſes my elf to the French Ambaſſador, who 
admitted me into his Service, and uſed me well, tak- 


ing great pleaſure in the witty Meſſages I ſometimes 


brought him from the Ladies and Gentlemen to 
whom he pretended affection. I was his Servant at 
large; for he ſettled me in no conſtant Office about 
him; and either he paid me himſelf, or elſe I would 
take it in his preſence with ſome handſome jeſt. I 


was his chief Favonrite, though it pleaſed ſome to 


call me his Buffoon and Jeſter. | 
Wen we had any Gueſts, (which we ſeldom want- 
ed) we were very complemental with them: but 1 


unbidden, upon theſe we would puta thouſand ſeſts 
lome we would make to fit all Dinner- time without 
Drink; to others we would give very little, and 


that in pinching Glaſſes: ſome had their Wine once 


warm, without any Snow; or when they were rea- 
dy to eat the Meat, we would take away the Plate,

©  anſwerable. This powder rook ſo well, that 
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There was an Engliſh-man that claimed Kindred 


of the Ambaſſuidor; and it being a common cuſtom 


with him to come dayly to our houſe, my Maſter 
grew weary of him: for (beſides that he was nothing 
Related to him) he was neither of Noble Deſcent, 


nor indued with good Qualities ; and above all, in his 


coverſe, full ot rediculous impertinencies. He

When I ſaw all m 
endeayaurs fruſtrated, T came to kiſs the Hands of 


my Lord Ambaſſador, who grieved much for my

Houſes built with curious Stones, and-neatly Polaſh- 
ed. I could not imagine any City in the World 
equalled Rome in Architecture: but having viewed 
this, for its bigneſs it far ſurpaſſeth it; for the beſt 
buildings in Rome are ruined by the iron teeth of 
time, and are but the fragments and fhadows of 
thoſe that were ſo famous in former time.

there is no Baptiſm uſed in any of theſe, but only

The great Duke hath a Palace in the City, called 
Tt Palaggio de Piti, whoſe exeellencies and curioſi- 
ties, in Gardens, Fountains, Groves, Parks for Hunt- 
ing, Fc. Many juſtly compare with any other What- 
foever in Europe. I would not omit to know the 
Cireuit of this City, which contained in it ſo great 
wealth; and Ifound it tobe about five Miles in com- 
paſs: it hath ten great Gates, and fifty one Towers; 


the City is ſeated within the Walls, and hath no ad- 


Joyning Suburbs, Through the midft of it paſſeth 
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the Famous River Arnus, upon which ſtand four 
moſt ſtately Bridges paved with Stone, and very 
ſtrongly built. 


Suitable to their ſplendid Fabricks, is their Go- 


vernment, Behaviour, and General Faſhion: but 


moſt worthy of commendation is their Love and 


Kindneſs towards Strangers: ſo thar juſtly is this 
City called Florencia, as being Flos Florum, and 
the, moſt conſiderable Ornament of Italy.

Upon this I built a handſome Houſe finely ſeated, 
both for pleaſure and entertainment; which coſt 
me three thouſand Duckats. There did I live with 


that poor trading 1 had, like a Fucar; and might 


have ended my days like a Prince, if bad fortune, 


which found me out where-ever I was, had not pre- 


vented me. | 

There dwelt near unto me ſuch another Mer- 
chant as my ſelf, a Jack of all Trades, who propo- 
ſed his Daughter to me in Marriage. He was rich; 
me young, and a perfect Beauty: he promiſed me 
with her three thouſand and five hundred Ducats

The honeſt Friar hearing of. my mis fortune, came 


to adviſe me, that if I were guilty of the Theft, I 


ſhould take ſome ſpeedy courſe to make ſatisfaction, 


that my Reputation might not be utterly loſt, I 


ſtoutly denied all; affirming, that I was innocent; 
and, that they had ſuborned falſe witneſſes againſt 
ME. | - : | ; 
He was much intereſted in the buſineſs, being 
Surety to my Miſtreſs for my faithful ſervice. 

From me, he went to the Eſcrivano's Office to 


Abonar and defend my Cauſe, deſiring him for Cha- 


rity's fake to have an eſpecial care of it, becauſe hs 
was perſuaded I was a mpſt upright and religious 
Man. The Eſcrivanolaugh'd heartily at the Friars 
commendation of me; ſhewing him ſeveral Proceſſes 


_ . againſt me, containing a particular relation of all 


the Thefts and cheating Tricks JI had uſed. The 
Holy Man was aſhamed to ſollicite my Cauſe any 
more; and afterwards became my mortal Enemy, 
becauſe J had abuſed his Favours. He made a ful 


relation hereof to the Tenzent or Deputy-Lieute- 


nant, who was ſo incenſed againſt me, that he com- 
manded the Jaylor to load me with Irons, and put 


me into the Dungeon. 


It is the Diſpoſition of Priſoners to cry out, that 


their Impriſonment is but for a trifle not worth 


mentioning, when they are committed for two or 


"three Murthers, a Robbery upon the High-way, or 
te like Capital Offence. 


A. Priſon is a forced tryal of a man's patience, a 


dear bought experience, a confuſed Common-wealth, 
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a Valley of Tears, a ſhorr Hell, and a Iong Death; 
and though all of them be guiltv, yet none of them 
will confeſs that he hath offended. . 

As ſoon as he is delivered into the cuſtody of the 


| Maſter-keeper, they give him that entertainment 


his purſe deſerveth, without any reſpect whether he 
de Noble, or Baſe; Gentleman or Clown. _ 
I Vas at firſt well uſed (for my Cauſe was not Cri- 
minaly and handſomely lodged. When I was but 
entred the Priſon-deors, there preſently flockhd a- 
bout me twenty ſeveral Proctors, Attorneys, and 
Sollicitors, who lived by the ſins of the People. Theſe 
ſet down my Name, and the cauſe of my impriſon- 
ment: all them making it a matter of nothing, and 
an eaſie ſuir to end. One of them told me the Judge 
was his very good Friend, and favoured all the Cau- 
ſes he brought before him. Another ſaid, that he 
had a great intereſt in the publick Notary. A third, 
that within two hours he would procure me Rail. 
The fourth, that my Charge was a thing of no con- 
ſideration; and, that for fix Ryals he uould in- 
ſtantly ingage to free me. One of theſe I elected to 
be my Sollicitor, giving him in his hand ten Royals; 
which he no ſooner received, but vaniſhed from 
me, and neyer appeared more to do'me the leaſt 
{ſervice for my Money. | | 


Upon my ſecond examination J was found guilty; _ | 


and the Jaylor at my return called me up to clap 


Irons at my Legs; but I redeemed theſe with five

My Mother hearing upon what terms my Suit de- 
pended in Court, reſolved to part with nothing 1 


had brought to her; ſending me a Letter which ſig- 
nitied that ſhe was robb'd of all her own wealth, and

At the Grand Seſſions I was ſentenced by the Þ 
| Judge, to ride upon an Aſs with my Face towards | 
is Tail, round the City; to be ſtrippꝰd tothe waſte, - 
and receive one hundred and fifty ſtripes; the Cry- 
er proclaimed my Oftence before me: and this done, | 
to remain in the King's Galleys fix years. | 
Although I was much grieved at the Judges ſe- 
yere ſentence, yet was it ſome comfort to me, that 
my Friend Soto was condemned to the like puniſh- 
ment; and, that we fhould like loving Curs, be 
faſtened together inone Chain. And now deſpairing 
of Redemption, J feigned my ſelf. ſick for fifteen 
{ days, without coming either out of the Dungeon, 
or my Bed. be ro 
| In the mean ſpace, I provided my ſelf of Wo- 
mens Apparel; and ſhaving mv Beard, I clothed 
| my ſelf with it; and caſting a Mantle over me, I b 
Paſt with this diſguiſe, through the two Doors that. 
belonged to the Galleries, without being diſcovered 
| by either of the Porters; and deſcending. to the 
Door that opened to the ſtreet, a Porter which had 
| Hur one Eye (would to God the other had been out)) 
. looking in my Face, knew me, and turned me up 
Stairs. I was preſently ſearched, and found to 
have about me a Sword, Dagger, and two Piſtols; 
Which aggravated my Offence, and made my Accuſa- 
tion Criminal. „ 
Report of this Adventure was made to the Judge; 
who fulminatinga new N cceß againſt me, they coui- 


demned me to the Galleys during my life.

After Dinner, the Travellers departed,, and we 

were commanded to prepare to march: and before 

they brought me to my Chain, I went to my Friend 
Soto, and gave him my prize to ſecure for me.

- acquainted him with the whole huſineſs; whoſe co- 
vetous nature I knew deſired nothing more, than to 


poſſ.ſs what we fought for. He commanded Soto to 
give him that he received of me. He ftoutly denies 
the receit of any ſuch thing. The Guards ſearcht 
him; but find not the Jeaſt mark or ſign of them. 
When the Commiſfary ſaw, that neither perſua- 
fions nor threatnings would move him to confeſs the 


truth, he commanded he ſhould be put upon the

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Rack. Sotols Fleſh was too delicate and tender, to 
endure ſo great torture; which made him preſently | 
acknowledge whither he had conveyed; them. 'They 
took his Pig trom him; and looking in the Kelly | 
thereof, found the two bundles, in both Which was 
2 Roſario, or ſett of Beads, of the pureſt Coral 
that ever I ſaw, each Bead having its Cap of Gold, | 
and ſet out with curious ename lling. td 
Theſe the Commiſſary put into his pocket, pro- Þþ 
miſing to give me what in reaſon 1 could demand 
for them. 

Soto was ſo inraged, that they were forced to ſe- | 
parate us: and afterwards-to;put Iron Handcuffs 
upon his Hands, becaule he was contirpaly throw- 
ing of Stones at me. 1 

We came to the Galleys at the very time wen 
they were calk'ng and rigging, and making all rea- | 

dy to go to Sea. The Commiſſary received trom te 
Kings Al Jruazil, a diſcharge for the delivery of ſo 
many Slaves. And afterward went away, without 
taking any notice.of -me, or giving me that ſatisfa- 
ction tor my Beads, he - promiſed before ſo many 
Witneſſes. 

We were guarded to the Galley by certain Moo- 
ſh Slaves with Half-Pikes, tying our Hands with 
Leather-thongs they had for that purpoſe: Being | 
on Board, we were commanded to retire to the |, 
Poop, till the Captain and Pilot did call us by out 

names, and place us in our ſeveral Banks. I was |

Bank, I wiſh he had been at a greater diſtance from

They inſtalled me in my Seat, nd put on the 


King's Rove; upon. me; two Shirts, tyo pair of

red Cap. 35 

J was ſcarce warm in my Seat, when a baſe un- 
der-Barber with his Razor, made my Head and 


Beard as bare as my Hand. This did ſomewhat trou- 


ble: me, becauſe I eſteemed both as a great Orna- 
ment; tew Men in Spain having a better Head of 
Hair than mine. EL 

1 comforted my ſelf with this confideration, that 


thoſe who had lived far better than I, were fallen 


into far greater miſeries, And although it be moſt 
certain that there is not any life ſo miſerable as that 
of a Galley-ſlave, yet was it not halt ſo bad as that 
which I endured with my firſt Wife; and it was 
ſome content to me, that J was not alone in my af- 
fictions, but had many Companions that ſuffered 
theme eee nut 0ST 
A young Man that ferved the Alquazil, came and 
ut Fettes upon my Feet, and Manacles on my 
Hands: chaming the reft of our Bank ſo faſt, that 
it was impoſlible they ſhould ftir : they gave me my 
allowance, which was twenty fix ounces of Bisket. 
It was the Caldron-day, for the boyling of Fleſh; 
and being unprovided of a Wooden-Diſn, I was 
cheated of my ſhare of Beef; nor hadT experience 
enough to ſoak my Bisket in the Broath; but eat it 
dry as all tr. ſh-Men do at firſt, till time teach them 
the uſe of their Arms. ho k 


Our labour at preſent was not much; for whilt 


they were rigging and calking ot. the Galleys, we 


only ſerved to row towards the Shore V hen we were 


commanded, and to provide Boughs to defend the 
Tallow from the heat of the Sun. E 

And becauſe I already f-urd, that T warted an 
Angel to guard and attend me, I elected the Pilot 


to be my Protector; and the rather becaufe the 


Captain had given him authority over us, diſdain- 


ing to trouble himſelf with the Slaves. The 
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The Pilot's Cabin adjoyning to my Bank, by that 


means in a ſhort time by degrees, I ſcrewed my ſelf 
into his favour. I made his Bed, bruſh'd his Cloaths, 
waſh'd his Linnen, and was in every reſpect ſo di- 
ligent about him, that he 'preſently ordered, to 
be me removed from my Bank, to wait upon his 
Perſon. | 


There did J learn to knit Stockings, to make Put- 5 


tons both of. Silk and Hair, as likewiſe falſe Dice, 
and Tooth-pickers, of ſundry inventions and co- 
lours neatly gilded ; wherein my ſelf excelled above 
all other Slaves. 8 

Wie were enforced to go with our Galley to Ca- 
diz, to furniſh our ſelves with Maſts, Yards, Sails, 
Pitch, Tar, Tallow, and other neceſſaries. 
This was the firſt time that J proved the hard la- 
bour of a Galley-Slave: for when we Anchored, T 


was ſo weary and drowzie, that I went to fleep be- 


fore the Pilot my maſter. 24 


Opportunity makes the Thief. When my Com- 
rades perceived me to be ſo faſt, tuo of them com- 


bined together to rob me of my Money, which I 
had ftrongly ſowed to my Shirt. They did it with 
much facility; and doubtleſs I had never recovered 
it, if the Alcade had not been my Friend. 


The next Morning whilſt my Maſter was dreſſing 


himſelf, I related my misfortune to him.

., Rogue, that I would rather ſuffer all the rigour of 
their whipping, than loſe the intereſt of this my 
ſuppoſed Theft.

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- They told the Boat-ſwain he ſhould never pardon 
me when I did offend; but puniſh me in thoſe fins 
that were venial, as if they had been mortal: And 
he (who durſt not do otherwiſe) did chaſtiſe me 
with unaccuſtomed blows; ſometimes becauſe I did 
not go to ſleep at due hours; or if to ſupply my F 
wants, I ſold my allowance of Meat or Bread to 
others, I was ſure to be laſh'd for it. 
My Bank was neareſt the Poop, and therefore the 
moſt painful, as being ſubject to the inelemency of 
the weather in Summer and Winter. To my cuſto- 
dy were committed all the Iron implements: I was 
to Spin the Hemp, whereof the ſmaller cordage 
were made for the Galley; to ſweep and make 
clean the Decks, and to be common Swabber; and 
of old ends of Rags, Flax, Tow or Ockame, to 
make wads or wiſpes for all that came to the Long- 
houſe : and this was the-utmoſt of all miſcries, at 
being the meaneſt and baſeſt office in the Galley. 
Soto my Comerade came to the Galleys to preach 
Repentance tothe Moors. It was his fins that brought 
him thither; for he had been the greateſt and moſt 
remarkable Thief of his time, either in all Italy or 
Spain. Being informed that our Galleys were to 
range along the Coaſt of Barbary, heintended with 
| the affiſtance of ſome Moors and other Slaves that 
| were of his faction, to revolt and carry the Galley,  * 
either to Algier, Tunis or Tripoli; for which pur: il 
pole he and they were already provided of Tome ' 
Weapons under their Banks. But becauſe the Cor- 
dage, Cables and Sails, were wholly committed to 
my charge, he was forced to acquaint me with the 
_ deſign; ſuppoſing that his tbuſmeſs would be more 
welcome to me than any Man, becauſe I was con- 
demned to be a Galley-ſlave during my life. Soto
